Now that peace between

sides of the Atlantic are watching with interest the develop- 
meut of events regarding the construction.and control of 
the Nicaragua Canal. Our sketch-map is practically self- 
explanatory, clearly indicating as it does the position 
of Nicaragua, bounded on the north by Honduras, 
and on the south by Costa Rica. In the top right- 
hand corner is a view of Corinto, a port from which 
the capital, Managua, is most accessible. It is situated 
in the bay of the same name, about 87 degrees west 
by 12.30 degrees north. A line of railway connects it 
with Momotombo, at the north-west extremity of Lake 
Managua. This line is fifty-eight miles long, and passes 
through Leon, one of the principal towns. From Momo- 
tombo to Managua there is a regular line of steam-boats 
in connection with the trains. The railway is owned and 
managed by the Government, as is also one cong 2 miles 
long connecting Managua with Granada. Corinto has six 
or eight hundred inhabitants, including several Germans, 
and there is usually a garrison of over a hundred soldiers, 
who do not seem to be able to prevent smuggling. It will 
be seen that Panama, where so many millions were thrown 
away on the late M. de Lesseps’s canal scheme by the 
French, is at the South American end of the isthmus. 


The Nicaragua Canal Scheme is as follows: In 
the Republie, which holds the broader part of the isthmus 
between the Atlantic and Pacific, lies Lake Nicaragua, a 
sheet of water 90 miles long and some 40 miles broad. The 
lake is 110 feet above the sea-level, and 12 miles from the 
Pacific and about 60 miles from the Atlantic. From the 
lake the river San Juan runs into the Atlantic. Across 
this river, about half-way up, a dam is to be made, which 
will render it navigable to the lake ; while from the dam to 
the Atlantie coast a canal, with two locks, will be dug. 
Another canal, with six locks, will run from the lake to the 
Pacific. There will thus be about 64} miles of free navigation 
in the San Juan River, 564 miles of free navigation on 
the lake, 16 miles of excavation on the Atlantie side 
and 11} miles on the Pacific, and there will also be ¿-mile of 
locks, making in all an inland waterway of 128 miles. The 
cost is estimated at £12,000 020, but it may entail an expen- 
diture of at least three times that sum. To America 
the canal is of vital importance. It will bring them 
to the markets of 909,C00,000 people, and will double their 
commerce between the Eastern Gulf and Pacifie coasts. It 
will place the wheat grown on the Pacific Coast 10,000 miles 
nearer Liverpool, and place San Francisco 10,000 miles 
nearer New York. According toa New York correspondent 
fresh strength is being lent every day to the suggestion that 
the United Statesand Great Britain should jointly construct 
and control the proposed canal.

He again appeared on the night of Nov: 10 
and obtained the permission of Mr. Ross to sleep in the 
bakehouse all night, when he showed his gratitude by 
murdering poor Berndt and putting his body in the oven, 
and by also attempting the life of Mr. Ross himself. The 
murderer was found guilty and sentenced to death. The 
sentence was translated to the prisoner in German, and he 
left the dock callous and indifferent to the very last. The 
execution of Schneider is fixed for Tuesday, Jan. 3. He 
remains perfectly indifferent to his fate.

These fliers are driven round by suitable gearing from the 
road wheels, and when the machine is drawn along the 
swathes they gently operate on them and turn the grass 
lightly over, with the stalks uppermost, for the sun and 
airtodry it.

the judges reporting that when tried the bottom of the 
swathe was well turned, a most valuable feature in con- 
nection with its work being the open, fan-like manner in 
which the butt ends of the swathe are turned up, so as to 
be placed under the full influence of sun and wind. It can, 
indeed, be thoroughly recommended for use on light and 
heavy crops of grass, clover, and barley, whether grown 
on the flat or on ridges.

A Hockey Question. 


Is it “off-side”” when a player takes a ball 
from behind his opponent, after he has touched 


it, being off-side when the ball was last hit by his

The ruling of the Hockey Association is as 
follows: (1) A player is always ** off-side ” if he 
is in front of the ball at the time of hitting, 
unless there are three or more of his opponents 
nearer their own goal-line than himself.
